Have in fome of my laft Papers at- 
tempted to explain fome things tranf- 
aGed in Scotland, and done by the 
general Affembly there, that is, by the 


~ Part of it now fitting, cail’d the Commiffion 5 
and to clear up the Miftakes of thofe Peo- 


ple, who charge them not only with aéting 
againft the Union in general, but with ma- 
king Attempts to obtain Claufes in the 


Treaty, invafive of the Liberties and Efta- 
-blifhment of the Church of England. 


I do not hereby pretend to fay, that fe- 
veral Objeétions and Scruples are rais’d in 


Scotland againit the Unicn, whichI wif, 
the People that raife them, would confider 


better of, and particularly who they come 


- from, whofe Words they fpeak, and who 
blows the Coals ; but yet I muft at the 
- fame time be allow’d this, that even what

is faid, and were it more, does not amount 
to what induftrioufly is carried about in. 
England by fome People, to amufe and 

fright the Nation with Apprehenfions of 

ftrange things out of the North. 

And would the Gentlemen in Scotland; 
and fome in England, but fuffer me to put 
their Obfervations one againft another, and 
compare them with the real Matter now in 
Debate, it would contribute very much to © 
the enlightning. the World in this Matter. 

As firft, fay they in England, there are 
great Oppofitions in the Parliament in Scor- 
land againft the Union, on Behalf of the 
PresbyterianChurch, and 25 or 29 Lords 
and Gentlemen protefted again the A& of 
Security, as not fufficient for the Church 
to aa Her againft the Church of Enge 
land. 
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Very well, Gentlemen, thisis very true, 
and yet this very thing, if rightly under- 
ftood, or rather if contider’d, was enough 
to open the Eyes of both the Naticas— 
And if I fhould fay, chat thofe 25, or fup- 
pofe them 29, protefted fora meer Love to 
or Care of the Church, it might only 
prompt fomebody to ask me a Queftion or two, 
which would be very difficult for me to 
anfwer- As 

1. Ifamong the 29, there were not 22 
at Jeaft, who never heard a Sermon in 
the Presbyterian Church in their Lives, 
and would be of the firft, who fhould 
yore her Conftitution into her former 
Condition of Ruin and Deftruf&tiona— 

- In fhort, who have on all Occafions de- 
clared their Diflike of and Avertion to 
her Intereft ? 

2, Whether one of thofe Proteftors was 
not aftually expell’d a former Parlia- 
ment 3 for faying, the Presbyterian 
Church was inconliftent with Monar- 
chy, or Words to that Purpofe ? 

Thefe Queftions, I confefs, I could fay 
nothing to But by Silence take them 
for granted—But if any body ask me at the 
‘fame time, whether it does not plainly in- 
fer, that thefe Gentlemen have fome other 
Aim, than the Security of the Church, in 
protefting that the Overture is nota fuffi- 
cient Security; 1 muft own, I fhould think 
my (elf oblig’d to anfwer in the Affirmative, 
and ‘tis my Amazement, that the People, 
whole Zeal tor that Church is fo warm in 
Scotland, do not fee it too. 

Nor doI make ary Queftion, but a little 
Time wiil open the Eyes of faci, whofe 
Deligns are honeft, tofee, th=t when thefe 
Contraries aét together, ic muft be to illu. 
ftrate fomething ; for Comtrarics, sbey fay, 
ituftrate, and my Meaning is, they will il- 
‘Juttrate this Truth 5 that fuch Veople muft 
have Defigns, differing from what the 
Out-fide of their AAlings feem to import. 

Tnus, when fome in Englind vuted, 
talk’d Faét, and blufter’d for an Occafional- 
Bill tofecure the Chuch, nothing could be 
plainer, than thacthe Security of the 
Church of England was the remoteft Part 
of their Defign. 

Was ever two Nations fo Party ridden ? 


Was ever Caufe made up of fo contradicting — 
Circumftances in England ? The Non-Fu- — 
rors, Papifts, High-Flyers, the Rakes, the 
Men of no Principles, or of Principles fatal — 
to Morality as Religion ; theie fet up all for — 
Champions of the Church to rail ac Hypo- 
crifie, as they call’d it, and cry outagainft 
double-fac’d Profeffioa. — 
In like manner in scotland, the unhappy 
Contyadi@ions go too far, GOD ard Baik 
are not ferv’d together 3 but the Servants _ 
of GOD ereét the Altars of 522i, and the 
Servants of Bai ftruggle for che Altars of 
the true God. 4 
From thence it becomes very well worth — 
Remark,what the Iffue of this Matter may _ 
be, and what the feparate Deligns of thele 
People are. 3 
It I fhould fay Confufion, I doubt not, — 
I fhould revive the Hopes uf fome, whofe 
Steps that Way are too vilibly pufh’d on to 
conceal their Meaning, and this in both — 
Kingdoms. 2, 
But if Ifpeak my own Opinion, I muft 
own, | forefee the Union in the Event of all 
thefe things, Order muft come out of afl 
thefe Confulions. The God of Order ferves’ 
the glorious Ends of his Providencc—From 
the Iffue of all the Confutions and Over- — 
turnings in che World. com 
But I foreiee it too, from human Confe- 
quences; tor in my gencral Obfervations of — 
things it cannot be otherwife; the honeft 
well-meaning People of Scotland cannot be _ 
long, hood-wink’d by the Subtilty and Artie q 
fices uf thefe Men They wiii at laft — 
fee the Finger of Ffoab in all theie things, — 
and learn, that it cannot be a Love to their — 
incereft aad Eftablifhment, that obligesa 
Party to efpoufe them in fuch a Junéture, 
who rever valucd them before, either as i 
to Liberty or Religion; who never efpous’d — 
their Quarrel, whether Ecciefiaftical or 
National, it muft be a Cant, and meer rings 
ing the Bells backward, tohear Men talk of 
Privileges and Church-Security, who are 
known to be open Abettors of an abdicated — 
Iotereft, aud thet fincerely with the Over-— 
throw of the Nation, as to Sacred or Civil 
Settlements. Py 
When therefore thcfe things come alittle. 
farther, Ifear muthing for the Union 3 ho- 
‘gee 
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 neft meaning, will gain Intelligence; and 
the Eyes of chofe, who were made blind 
~ by fine Words, wiil be open’d—-eam= Union 
~ will fpcing out of all thefe Confufions, and 
the Force of Equity and fair Reafoning will 
- reduce Men to their Sences, whom Nation- 
al Prejudices and Popular Arguments have 
 feduced to ftard in the Light of their own 
_ Happinefs.
